That's why Nazi Field Marshal 
General Yon Mannstein. on orders 
d rect from the Fuehrer, sacri­ 
ficed scores of thousands of men 
in a suicidal effort to hold the vast 
salient of the Dnieper Bend as 
protection for the Crimea.

Th e Dykes of Ho llan d 
There have been alarming stories late­ 
ly about Holland, about the operations of 
the Nazis in that country. It is hard to be­ 
lieve them, but the Germans in this war 
have done many diabolical and unprece­ 
dented things. 
They represent the Nazis as 
opening 
the dykes in Holland to flood that country 
and thus prevent the Allies from 
using 
that possible entrance in a drive 
against 
Germany. The Nazis have feared that the 
British-American 
invasion of 
Germany 
would come that way, and may have de­ 
cided to take no chances. 
Rumors 
and 
even some apparently credible news ac­ 
counts have seemed to indicate that a con­ 
siderable part of the Netherlands was al­ 
ready flooded. 
If this happened, or is happening, 
it 
adds a supreme touch of devilishness 
to 
the Nazi assault on western Europe. The 
flooding of most of Holland would be easy 
to accomplish, because so much of it is be­ 
low the sea level. 
Such a 
deed 
would 
drown many people. It would also destroy 
a vast amount of property, including the 
country’s soil. 
If that soil were Foaked with salt wa­ 
ter, it would not only be an immense job 
to rebuild the dykes and pump out the wa­ 
ter, but the soil would be worthless 
for 
ma ny years. Until the long, slow restora­ 
tio n wa s accomplished, the Dutch people— 
o r those o f them who were not drowned— 
wo uld have no homes and 
a precarious 
livelihood as exiles.

Hyp n o tism Actu a lly a Pra ctica l Scie n ce 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


THE AVERAGE citizen prob­ 
ably thinks of hypnotism as more 
or less in the same class as palm­ 
istry, 
phrenology, 
spiritualism, 
table tipping and crystal gazing. 
As a matter of fact this is unfair. 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


Hypnotism is a perfectly real, 
proved scientific possibility. Any­ 
one can hypnotize and anybody 
can be hypnotized. Essentially the 
hypnotic state can be caused by 
the rhythmic stimulation 
o f a 
single sense. 
Put a rooster on the floor with 
his eye glued to a straight chalk 
line and pretty aoon 
he will fall 
over in a trance. He has had his 
sight rhythmically stimulated. Or 
put a person in a dark room, in a 
condition of relaxation, and ring 
a little bell every so often and 
the tra nce will result from the 
rhythmic stimulation of the sense 
of hearing. Rhythmic touches or 
stroking of the face and arms will 
do the sa me thing. 
In the hypnotic state the sub­ 
ject is very suggestible and his 
judgment is suspended: he will 
do things that he is told, although 
they are ridiculous. 
Sometimes 
he can do things that he cannot 
do voluntarily in the waking state. 


So me Misco nceptio ns 
Sev era l misco nceptio ns a bo ut 
hy pno tism a re tha t o ne 
can be 
hy pno tized a ga inst his 
will: that 
is no t true, a ltho ugh 
when a sub­ 
ject ha s been hypnotized several 
times he go es into a 
trance very 
rea dily . Also it is not 
true that 
the hy pno tist ca n stea l 
the will of 
the hy pno tized subject. That is a 
ho ldo v er fro m the o ld 
novel Trilb y 
by Geo rge du Ma urier. 
Hy pno tism ha s been used in 
medica l trea tment for many years. 
There ia currently a revival of it 
led by a New Yo rk psychologist, 
Mr. Andrew Sa lter, who has writ­ 
ten a bo o k Wh a t la Hyp vo sia ? 
(published by Richa rd R. Smith, 
New Yo rk). 
Mr. Salter ha s had a great deal 
o f success in treating patients 
with nerv o us troubles — nail-bit­ 
ing, stuttering — and also alco­ 
ho lics. He a ppea rs to 
be particu­ 
la rly successful with patients who 
a re troubled with general shyness. 


He has had success in nineteen out 
of twenty patients sent to him. 
There is nothing surprising 
about this as it has been known 
to the medical profession for 
years. A Dr. Esdraille, at about 
the time surgical anaesthesia was 
introduced (1845-1850), claimed 
that in India where he practiced 
he had been performing surgical 
operations on natives for years, 
without the use of any drug for 
anaesthesia—merely hypnosis. He 
came to England, however, and 
found it did not work on the less 
susceptible Anglo-Saxon person­ 
ality. 
The new part of Mr. Salter’s 
thesis is that autohypnosis is pos­ 
sible and that the subject can 
make suggestions which 
he car­ 
ries out in the hypnotic trance 
"exactly,” says Mr. Salter, "as I 
would give them and with the 
same effect if not better.” Through 
inducing hypnosis upon oneself by 
autohypnosis and self-suggestion 
it may be possible for soldiers to 
be freed of fear and to feel no 
pain when wounded. Mr. Salter 
has trained "three physically and 
mentally healthy adults to remain 
completely insensible to pain and 
the sound of gun fire in the wak­ 
ing state.” They can turn this 
state on and off by themselves. 
Mr. Salter is trying to persuade 
military authorities to allow auto- 
hvpnosis in the armed forces. It 
will, he believes, render 20 to 25 
per cent fear-free in battle.
